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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to application 10/754939 filed on 01/09/04. 
Claims 1-20 remain pending in the application. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-20 objected to because of the following informalities: what is mean of 
reference value r, and what is mean property value S. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Williams 
(U.S. Patent No. 6631508). 

4. As to claims 1 (computer), 6 (method), 1 1 (system), and 16 Williams teaches in a system 
including a plurality of property values of a plurality of signal nets in an integrated circuit, a 
computer-implemented method comprising steps (A) identifying a reference value r (see fig 3-7 
col 10 lines 22-43); and (B) for each property value in the plurality of property values, 
performing steps of: (1) determining whether property value S differs from reference value more 
than a predetermined amount (see fig 3-7 col 10 lines 28 to col 1 1 lines 20); and notifying a user 
of the system if it is determined that the property value S differs from the reference value r by 
more than the predetermined amount (see fig 3-7 col 1 1 lines 21 to col 14 lines 64). 
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5. As to claims 2 (computer), 7 (method), 12 (system), and 17 Williams teaches wherein the 
step (A) comprises a step of selecting the reference value r from among the plurality of property 
values (see fig 3-7 col 10 lines 22-43 and background). 

6. As to claims 3 (computer), 8 (method), 13 (system), and 18 Williams teaches method of 
claim comprises a step of notifying between property value S and wherein the step (B)(2) the 
user of the difference reference value r (see fig 3-7 col 1 1 lines 21 to col 14 lines 64). 

7. As to claims 4 (computer), 9 (method), 14 (system), and 19 Williams teaches wherein the 
plurality of property values comprises a plurality of path lengths of the plurality signal nets (see 
col 10 lines 54 to col 12 lines 59). 

8. As to claims 5 (computer), 10 (method), 15 (system), and 20 Williams teaches wherein 
the plurality of property values comprises a plurality of propagation delays of the plurality of 
signal nets (see col 10 lines 54 to col 12 lines 59 and background).
